The secretary of the Western Can- 
ada Fire Underwriters’ Association 
wrote’ urging a tightening up of the 
Building Bylaw, particularly in regard 
to fire escapes, etc. He also ‘sent a 
draft of an electric wiring bylaw 
which he suggested the City should 

\.. pass, remarking. that the electric 
* wiring in the city “is in a hazardous 

condition.” Both bylaws will be 

dealt with by the Council at an early 
date. 

H. E. Bawtinheimer wrote in regard 
to accumulated arrears of water rates 
amounting to $160.30 on the garage. 
building which has reverted to “him. 
’ This.amount would be further increas- 
ed when the meter is read again now. 
These arrears had been accumulating 
since Dec. Ist, 1919. Mr. -Bawtin- 
heimer appeared personally in sup- 
port of his contention that these ar. 
rears should not have been allowed 
to accumulate, the water should have 
been shut off, he contended, if the 
account was not paid when due. 

The peculiar circumstances in the 
case were explained by the Commis- 
sioner. Council was inchned to give 
Mr. Bawtinheimer whatever consider- 
ation seemed feasible, but it was de- 
cided to get the solicitors opinion and 
discuss the matter further at the next 
meeting of Council. 

COMMISSIONERS’ REPORT 
The Council, City of Red Deer. 

Gentlemen:—We submit our regu- 
lar report as follows: 

1. Last year, on the demand of the 
Western. General Electric Co., Ltd., 
the water rates werg raised to the 
same as charged in Calgary, as the 
contract between the City and the 
Company calls for the rates charged 
to approximate the rates charged fn 
Calgary or Edmonton. On October 1, 
the City of Calgary is reducing their 
rates, and we recommend that the 
water rates In Red Deer be reduced 
to the same as Calgary. The new 
rates will be as follows:—Base rate 
for five-roomed house, one tap, $8.00 
instead of $10.00 per year. Automo- 
biles $1.00 instead of $2.00. Meter 
rates: First 10,000 gallons, 22%4c per 
thousand; second 20,000 gallons; 20c 
per thousand; next 30,000 gallons, 14c 
per thousand, or such other rates 
as may be finally approved by the 
City of Calgary. 

2. We have looked further into the 
auestion of a sidewalk to West Park, 
and find that a cinder walk can be 
built on the east side of the railway 
crossing to the end of the _ present 

- walk at a cost of $82.50 for lumber and 
cost of grading and fixing forms. The 
only additional cost will be for cin: 
ders and these could be hauled by 
the city truck when spare time is 
available. This will be cheaper than 
a two-plank walk and will be mora 
permanent. We ask your instructions 
in this matter. 

38. We submit tenders received for 
supply of coal for the city.- A car of 
approximately 40 tons should be or- 
dered at once. 

4. The root cellar at the Memorial 
Hospital will be completed in a few 
days and Foreman Jones _ will then 
commence repairing cement walks.

Deceased was born in County Cavan, 
Ireland, and came:to Canada when 
quite young with his parents, who 
took up a home-at Dundas, Ontario. 
In 1890 he came west. and helped with 
the construction of the C. &. E. rail- 
way, and when the line was opened 
up for traffic in 1891 he took up a 
homestead a few miles west of Pen- 
hold with his wife and family, where 
he has resided ever since. His wife 
died in 1900, leaving him with a fam- 
ily of ‘three boys and one girl, who 
survive him. They are William, Car- 
son and Robert Henry Henderson of 
Penhold, and Mrs. M. W. Davies, of 
Okotoks, Alberta. Mr. Henderson was 
a prominent member of the Orange 
Order, and a Presbyterian in religion: 
Some years ago hewasthreatened with 
cancer, but was cured ‘by a slight op- 
eration.. He hae been’ ill’ since last 
fall, and although all that medical 
skill: could do-was done for his wel- 
fare, he -failed to. shake the dread 
disease, partly owing to his advanced 
age, and passed away after consider- 
able suffering, as stated.

Some who think now 
that they should have acted might 
‘find great difficulty in telling exactly 
why they did not do 6o. 

I think there can be no doubt in 
the mind: of anyone that at least a 
‘Majority of those present were as 
_fair-minded and reasonable as_ the 
best class of citizens, yet none of 
them acted. What was supposed by 
the chairman to be a majority voted 
for the $250, evidently believing it 
was only a fair and _ reasonable 
amount. It seems that none of the 
others were sufficiently impressed to 
make a determined stand against it. 
For all of that they may have made 
a mistake. I repeat that I think they 
did. 

I also think that it is entirely in or- 
der for any citizen or group of citi- 
zens to criticize, but I do not think 
that unwarranted accusations, or un- 


dignified, nagging criticisms are 
beneficial. '_ In constructive efforts, 
advice should be sympathetic, and 
criticism must be constructive. 

In democratic government’ the 
chosen representatives are the ser- 


vants of the people but a reasonable 
master is always fair and just to his 
servant. Our representatives are ser- 
vants, not slaves. Over two thous- 
and years ago we find a Greek philo- 
sopher pleading that slaves were 
entitled to just treatment. Our ser- 
vants are of our own household; how 
much more are they entitled to fair 
courteous treatment. One function of 
their service is advisory leadership. 
The relationship between the citizen 
and the representative must-not only 
be courteous and fair, but it must be 
co-operative. In the past, because 
the individual citizen had no power 
of control over his representative, his 
representative frequently abused his 
authority. Now, under systematic or- 
gZanization, authority is passing into 
the hands of the citizen and for him 
to abuse that authority would be more 
inexcusable than it was in the case 
of the uncontrolled, unadvised repre- 
sentative. Citizenship objgigations 
are the most sacred in life, because 
they are all-inclusive. They must 
be met fairly, earnestly and with dig- 


nity at every point. 

Public funds have always been 
looked upon more or less as “easy 
money.” This weakness has not been 
peculiar entirely ‘to our. uncontrolled

| WEEKLY NEWS L LETTER. 


Issued by Publicity Goidatantbnar: 
Government. Buildings; Edmonton. 
..6 Degree Frost. Period 

Two weeks ago an article was sent 
out to ‘Alberta newspapers - showing 
the “Frost Free Periods” in the prov- 
ince. To supplement this we wish to 
give Alberta people an idea of the 
-| periods which are free from dangerous 


frosts. 
Statistical branch of the. Department 
of Agriculture has. compiled from the 
Dominion Meteorological Records a 
table showing tho “Six Degree Per- 
iod,” taking into consideration the 
date of the last 6 degree frost in the 
spring and the first 6 degree frost in 
the fall, and covering dates from the 
formation of the province to the end 
of 1921. The figures quoted here — 
under cover the period from 1916 to 
1921—six years—and farmers who 
are interested in a subject of this 
kind should cut out these figures and 


‘| put them away for reference. 


Medicine Hat—Average over six 
years, 173 days; longest period, 209 
days in 1921; shortset period, 154 days 
in 1916; April 9, 1919, and October 
22, 1918, are the extreme dates. 

Calgary—Average over six years, 
151 days; longest period, 166 days in 
1917; shortest, 136 days in 1921; May 
4, 1919 and October 22, 1918, are e@x- 
treme dates. 

Edmonton—Average ‘over six years, 
147 days; longest period, 164 days in 
1921; shortest period, 119 days in 
1917; April 24, 1916, and October 8, 
1918, are extreme dates. 

Vermilion—Six years average, 128 
days; longest period, 136 days in 1918; 
shortest period, 110 days in 1920; 
May 17, 1918, and Sept. 30, 1921, are 
the extreme dates. 

Peace River—Six years’ average, 
119 days; longest period, 153 days in 
1921; shortest neriod, 115 days in 
1916; April 7, 1921, and Sept. 30, 1917, 
are the extreme dates. 

In a series of experiments made at 
the Lacombe Hxperimental Farm to 


Marquis wheat, 155 days to mature 
Banner Oats, and 140 days to mature 
O. A. C. barley, calculating the time 
from the date of seeding to the date 
of harvesting. In 1917 Marquis 
wheat required 119 days, Banner oats 
and O. A. C. barley 98 days. In 1918 
Marquis wheat required 136 days, 
Banner oats 120 days, and O.A.C. bar- 
ley 128 days. In 1919 Marquis wheat 
required 129 days, Banner oats» 120 
days and O. A. C. barley 118 days. 

From these figures it would appear 
that ciimatic conditions have a great 
deal to do with crop production in Al- 
‘berta.

TURKS CALL HALT 


TO OPERATIONS 


Nationalists Are ‘Agreed to -Armis- 
tice. Orders to Suspend Activities 


Constantinople, Oct. 1—Orders for 
a cessation of military movements in 
the. Chanak region of Asiatic Turkey 
and for the suspension of the. activi- 
ties of the Turkish irregular forces in 
Thrace have been issued by Mustapha 
Kemal Pasha, the Turkish Nationalist 
leader. 

The Turkish Nationalist authorities 
have agreed to an armistice confer: 
ence in Mudania' on Tuesday, and 
have requested the allied power com- 
missioners to appoint delegates. 

_The Nationalists‘ will be represent- 
ed by Ishmet Pasha and possibly by 


Hamid Bey. 
The Kemalists have evacuated Eren- 


Keui, and the British now control 
the whole coast of the narrows to 
Chanak from Kayar Bournou. The 
latter point possesses an excellent 
quay, enabling warships to anchor in 
deep water. 


Paris, Oct. 1.—The general feeling 
in Paris tonight is that the danger 
period in the Near East situation is 
past. The withdrawal ol the Turks 
from Erin Keui and, as semi-officially 
reported, also from their positions 
at Chanak, is accepted as proof of the 
Angora government’s readiness. to 
comply with the allied desires. 

‘Great Britain is given credit in 
French official quarters with having 
held a dignified and firm attitude 
which has greatly contributed to;the 
solution of the difficulty. At the 
same time Mustapha Kemal Pasha is 
praised for having shown a concili- 
atory attitude which, it is hoped, the 
British will not overlook, as the 
Kemalists will have evacuated the 
neutral zone first. French officials 
are anxious that Great Britain will 
find a means to satisfy Turkish public 
opinion.

London, Oct. 1—The Turks have
